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CROOKED TELEGRAPHERS, 


Beat the New York 
Gamblers. 

New York Special to Chicago Times. 

A statement divulging the weil-laid plans 
of a party of gamblers, whereby they are 
said to have anticipated the results of races 
run this season at Saratoga, thus obtaining a 
jarge amount of money from persons who bet 
on judgment and ‘‘tips,”” was to-day made 
public. It was asserted that some “sporting 
men,” who frequent the pool-rooms at Long 
Island City, formed a conspiracy with certain 
telegraph operators, and thus received the 
pame of the winning horses in each event 
some time in advance of the pool-sellers, who 
received such intelligence over the wires of 
the telegraph companies in a reguiar manter. 
The World says the arrangement was discov- 
ered first by the chief of the wire patrol of 
the Western Union Company, who found 
that «a connection had been made 
with the company’s cable which crosses 
the Est river to Long Island 
City. Tne wire was disconnected and watch 
was kept for the offender, but no one was de- 
tected until to-day. The originators of the 
plan, it was asserted, secured the services of 
the telegraph operator of the Mutual Union 

Compaay at tbe Saratoga track to send them 
at Long Island City the name of the horse 
“frst past the post.” The next move was to 
secure some means of transmitting the 1ntel- 
ligence to its destination. There was no con- 
nection by the Mutna! Union’s wires to Long 
Island Citv, Where the Western Union only 
has an office. The wires of the American 
Rapid Telegraph Company, however, pass 
between those of both the other companies, 
und the experience of the telegraph men was 
brought into use to effecta connection. The 
eystem adopted in the pool rooms is: Tele- 
gram No.1 says horses to the post. Upon 
receipt uf this message all selling of tick- 
etsis stopped. No. 2 arrives and declares 
that a certain horse ‘‘is first past. the post.” 
Another is Teceived ashorttime later nham- 
ing first, second, and third horses and the 
time, and is usually accompanied with the 
ery, **Pay off.’? These messages are run by 
the telegraph companies in the regular order 
of business, so that in cose of a press of busi- 
ness telegram No. 1, closiog the pools, may 
not be received at Long I<land City until 
long after the race has been run. Here,then, 
lay the advantage of having direct communi- 
cation with the irack.

As s800n as 
the plot was discovered, means were taken to 
secure the detection of those interested in it. 
and the result was the dismissal of *Jack”’ 
Wright, the electrician of the Mutual Union 
Company, and an operator named O’heefe. 
Tallman, another operacor, also of the Muiual 
Union Company, was charged by Mr. Brown, 
the manager of the company, with being a 
party to the conspiracy, but no action has yet 
been taken in his case. A gentieman who is 
perfectiv familiar with the method used in 
the different pool-rooms of receiying infor- 
ma'ion from Saratogo regarding races, said 
to-day: “fhe telegraph offices at the Sara- 
-ova race track are not more than ten yards 
‘from the judges’ stand. Each firm has 
its agent stationed in line with the running 
post and between the telegraph office and the 
track. Each of these agents has a blank form 
which he fills out as soon as there seems a 
dead certainty of a particular horse winning, 
and waiting only long enough to see the hor-e 
pass the post, hurries to the telegraph « flice 
and sends the dispatch to his firm at Long 
Isjand Citv or wherever the poot-rooms may 
be. Afterward when the judges have piaced 
the other horses he telegraphs the names of 
the hurses that have been placed. So that, 
as farasI cansee, the only way to receive 
previous information to be used in beating 
the pool-rooms is for the telegraph operators 
at the track to hold back messages and so let 
one get ahead of the sgents.” 

An official of the Rapid Telegraph Com- 
pany volunteered the information the West- 
ern Union operators have put up a great 
many jobs onthe pool-rooms and beaten 
them many times. As so00n aks a witner was 
announced ar Long Branch he said the oper- 
ator wouid hold it back until he got a drink 
of water. the tank being within six feet ofa 
window from which the top of the building 
used as a pool-room on Barclay'street could 
be seven. On the Barelay street building a 
man Was stationed who was a confederate. 
The operator would raise his arm once at 
the window if the horse was No. 1 on 
the card, or three times if horse No. 3 
we- the winner. the confederate would then 
enter the number of the horse on a smai! 
piece of paper and wrapit upin tin-foi: and 
throw it into the street, where another con- 
federate would secure it and get what bets he 
could. The operator, after gett'ng his drink 
of water, would waik leisurely back to his 
desk and write the message, which was sent 
down siairs, copied, placed in an envelope, 
und sent 'o Barclay street by messenger. Ali 
this took from four to seyen minutes. 
Another trick at Long Island City was for the 
operator to hold the dispatches, and, by 
writing the name of the win- 
ning horse on the foil and throwing 
it ont ofthe window, would gain from three 
to five minutes. He would sometimes ask 
furthe message 'o be repeated in order to 
save time. If the operator would get 
“nhorses at post,’?? the Western Union being 
the only office at Hunter’s Pomr, he held it 
teh minutes,ard when he got ‘‘they’re off’ 
of course he could hold that message ten 
minutes. Then when the winner weu'd 
come in, Which would al*ays be before the 
message, “‘They’re ff,” was delivered, his 
confederate would know the winning horse, 
and after they had sufficient time to bet the 
dispatch to the poot-seilers would be deliv- 
ered announcing “‘thev’re off,’’ and ina few 
minutes the result wou!d also arrive. 

‘ihe operator was caught and at once dis- 
charged. The Mu‘ual Union Company says 
that the dispatches which came over their 
wire from Saratoga to Long Island City were 
lecitimate dispatches; that their operators 
have been perfectly honest in the matter, and 
that the game was engineered solelv by Jack 
Wrich', their electrician, who has been dis- 
chaiged. The officers of the company add: 
‘The conspiracy was not perfected until last 
Friday, and the conspirators did not get a 
singie race through, and we consider the re- 
port that they did to be infameus.’’

camp, when he’d nothing on him but a tiger 
skin! He was a fierce-looking creature then! 
A warrior, indeed, aud a) fine-looking man 
for one of his race.’’ This same young gen- 
tleman saw the iil-starred Prince Imperial 
depart on his death-ride and was with the 
party that brought his mutilatea body back 
to camp. He describes the appearance of the 
corpse as something sickening beyond the 
power of words to convey. - When Eugenie 
came out to the Cape she granted a tearful 
audience to all who had in any way been as- 
sociated with her son; but my young friend 
was debarred the pleasure of seeing ber, be- 
ing then wounded and, in hospital. On his 
return to Englund he received the Zulu 
medal and a pension for life, and I think is 
now inciined to take the cynical Byronic view 
of the glory of war.

SENATOR HIUL’S CANCER. 


How the Georgia Statesman’s Life 
Wasted Slowly Away. 
From the Philadeiphia Press.

creasing as age advances. Iti. generally oc - 
casioned by the long continued or frequentiy 
repeated application of an irritant, as ia the 
case of Senator Hill, who had the peculiar 
habit of hoiding a cigar almost coastantly in 
his mouth, and keeping the nic >tine-coated 
end against the left side of the tongue. This 
was, 10 doubt, the exciting cause in his case. 
It is weil known that the Senator inherited a 
predisposition to cancer, having lost a sister 
several Vears azo by the aame disease. Many 
instances are on record where the disease ha: 
been traced to a short-stemmed pipe. 

Each of the miliions of the little reund cells 
isa section of epiibeloma, endowed with the 
power of reproduction, and the celis migrate 
and colonize, and feed upon the surrouudiog 
tissues. About three years ago Senator Hill 
observed a little fissure on the right side of 
his tongue. Aside from slight pain and oc- 
casional isconvenience nothing was thought 
of it. Asil grew worse he consulted a physi- 
cian,and was toid that it would soon heal. 
Had Senator Hil! removed the exciting cause, 
the ever-present cigar, the chances are that i! 
would have healeu kindly. Soon an ulcer 
foimed, and the destruction of tlssue and life 
began, The disease grew daily worse. Finally, 
after a long and fatal delay, hia friends 
induced him to visit Professor S. D. 
Gross, of this city, only to hear the great sur- 
geon pronounce those ominous words—‘t»o 
late.’ Dr. Gross held a consultation with 
some of his colleagues, aud it was decided to 
remove as much of the diseased tongue as 
possible. Oa the 22d of July jast Dr. Gross 
and other surgeons were in waiting at the 
Jefferson CUoilege Hospital. When senator 
Hill entered a smile played upon bis features, 
and he humorously remarked that there 
wereagreat many people in this country 
that wou d like to see his entire tongue ex- 
tirpated. The ether was now administered. A 
seciion of the left side of the tongue, about 
two inches long aud half an inch wide, war 
removed. The bleeding was for afew mo- 
ments profuse, but the arteries were caught 
and the ligatures cast around them and the 
red current quickly ceased. 

For weeks ne lived on liqu’d food, and in a 
remarkably short time hau sofar recovered 
that be was seuttu Atlantic City fo hasten 
the recuperation, and afterward he joined 
his daughter in Washington. But the disease 
advanced with such rapidity that six weeks 
after the first operation he was forced to re- 
turn apd nndergo a second ordeal, ereater 
than the first. He was now despondent and 
had littie nope of final restoratiou; but the 
Senator submiited, clearly understanding that 
be could gain only temporary reiief. Dr. 
Gross now removed 4 large partof the root 
of the tongue and all the sublingual glands 
found to be involved. An incision was 
also carried down the neck for 
a few inches and seve al diseased 
lymphatic giands weretaken out. This was 
a bloody operation, as the knife severed many 
blood-vessels in its course. The wound on 
the neck was drawn together with silk stiich- 
es, and free drainage established. The Sen- 
ator recovered very siowly from this opera- 
tion, and as soon as he was abie to travel he 
left for his home in Ailanta, taking witb him 
one of the resident assistants at the bospital. 
Subsequently he went to E.ireka Springs and 
spenta monthe Returning a third time D:. 
Gross introduced a drainage tube in:o tbe 
opening under the jaw. On his third visit 
be Was much emaciated and showed signs 
of ibe fast apvroaching end. 
For more than a vear every move- 
ment of the tongue in anticulation, mas- 
tication and swaliowing caused great suffer- 
ing, Atbisdeaththe caccer had extended 
back to the throat and had destroyed the ton. 
si’, palate and alithe soft tissues on the left 
side. The cancer had excoriated the tissues 
surrounding the carotid artery until it was 
visible to the eye. Unable to swallow on ac- 
count of the destruction of the soft Jpalate 
and muscies of deglutition, the Senator’s 
nourishment was for some time injected into 
the stomacb by means of a tube passed down 
the esophagus or gullet. Theintroduction of 
this tube caused so much pain that the Sena- 
tor many times refused the nourishmentfand 
deciared death preferable to the operation. 
Beef tea and miik punch constituted his diet. 
The immediate cause of death was bloo 
poisoning and exhaustion. |

Over in England, whence we derive our 
alleged “English and Christian civilization,’’ 
they have an omnipotent Parliament whose 
powers are limited by no written constitu- 
tions such as the people have imposed upon 
our State and Federal Legislatures. Over 
there they are discussing enactments impair- 
ing the obligation of existing contracts relat- 
ing to arrearages of rent, and they are a'so 
seriously considering the compulsory transfer 
of lands from the present owners to their 
tenants at pricesto be fixed and partly paid 
by the Government. That sort of thing may 
do where the umnipotence of the Legislature 
is unquestioned, and where the tenure of 
landed estates is a mere right of occupancy 
granted by the real owner, the sovereign, 
who acquired them by conquest. But we 
are hardly ready for the exercise of such 
powers here. 

In this country all property rights rest upon 
another basis, the basis of voluntary sale and 
fair purchase, and the primary object of all 
our constitutions is to protect these peoperty 
rights and the liberty of the citizen. The 
Constitution of Missouri especially provides 
that private property shall neither be taken 
nor damaged tor the benefit of the public 


Mr. GOULD then adds to his statement a

“The Gov- 
ernor,” says Mr. GOULD, ‘‘has not yet ren- 
dered an account of his stewardship. Com- 
mon report says that he has made some hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars out of the pool, 
so that [ am expecting a good round check by 
way of dividend, unless, indeéd, the Gov- 
ernor wants to have me accept his veto of the 
Elevated Railroad bill as my dividend.” lt is 
supposed that these revelations will enable 
FOLGER to walk away wi'h the Republican 
nomination for Governor in New York, and 


taking on airs in his absence. The King is to 
be partially restored to his authority with a 
British Resident near him as a sort of politi- 
cal dry-nurse.

them out. This minute—5:30 in the 
morning—at Cologne, 1 hear the 
queasured tramp of soldiers in the 


street outside, I look out. A squad of good- 
pized, weil-formed young soidiers are pass- 
jug witha Lieutenant, Tney hold their heads 
ip in a spirited way, and march along limber 
and elastic. Immediately behind them fol- 
jow three tawny, squatty woman, carrying 
upon their heads loads which look awful. It 


_ is enough to crush their skuiis in, one would 


think. The picture tells the whole story of 
lifeamongthe lower classes tn this country. 
lt is a barbarism as Complete as reigus among 
the Indian savages of America, where the 
squaws do the drudgery and the men pgaot 
aud hunt. Men in uniform fairly swarm. 
They waddle about the country railway 


stations in caps—green, white, red, 
blue and black—fat, lazy-looking 
feillows—w hile out in the ad- 


joining fields women lug and tug at the bua- 
dies of hay and grain and bend their backs in 
the turnip fields, plying heavy hoes, horny- 
banded and stiff, with weary, weather-veaten, 
seamed, stupid faces. Itis not an agreeavle 
sight or an encouraging ope for the future 
progress of one of the most civilized Nations 
inthe world. Fverywhere are soldiers, sol- 
diers, soldiers, marching, drilling or standlog 


sentinel. Itoid you of thoxe we saw before 
6 o’clock this morning. AtTJ we went oul to! 
look at some sort of ancieat rubbish, aud a 


splendid cavalry company passed us, fuli a 
hundred strong. Lo:se and rider seemed all 
one piece, and the avimals’ feet seewed iv 
moye by clock-work, so perfectly trained 


were they. Ii was a fine sigat. But the 
most - magnilicantiy disecipiined standing | 
army in the world is mainiained at 4 cost 


which cannot fail to te!l on those peopie ia 
the years to come. ‘The men are drawn off io 
fivht, aud the women do the men’s work. A' 
this day in Germany women blacksemiibs ace 
not Very uncummen. What is to become of 
the refihemen:s of social life, the sweet 
excredness of home? But I felt sorrier, if 
possible, for the poor jiuitie dogs than even 
forthe women. ‘hey bavea dog’s life, in- 
deed. They are not very big—no larger than 
the common despised ‘‘yeliow dog’’ ol 
America—yet twoof them draw loads which 
seem heavy enough for a horse. Tne littie 
thipgs are harnessed underneath ws sort of 
long, heavy barrow upon wheels; this holds 
ibe ioad. A manor woman holds the handles 
of the thing, and the dogs trot along beneat 
Tveir ribs stick out, ii-padded with flesh, as 
though they were not very well fed, Their 
panting sides, loliiag tongues and sorrowful, | 
appeaiing eyes would touch tne heart 
of a stone. Everything hereabouls 
too, seems done by sheer brute strength. 
Yuere is no saving of labor either by machin- 
ery or by the appication of common sense. 
In the field we saw no American agriculltur- 
a] machinery, a8 in Eaogland and Scotland. 
Where in America a ioad of beggage or 
trunks, valises ana boxes wouid be piaced 
high upon a dray or greattruck and trans- 
ferred at one gulpfor short distances, bere 
your porter takes it upon his bead or arm,as 
the case may be, and lugs it cff siowly and 
painfully, one piece atatime. We have had 
moore fuss and trouble to keep from losing 
our baggage, coming from London to Col- 
ogne, than we shouid have had at home in 
going from New York.to San Franciseo and 
back again. Strange country this where wo- 
men and dogs do the hard work, and where 
they bave no checks for baggage. Stocking- 
are knit by hand instead of by machinerv, and 
in Antwerp and Brussels the women are so 
industrious that they knit running along the 
streets going of errands.

The Sleeping Woman of Paris. 
From the London Daily News. 


A case which is exciting great interest in 
the Paris medical world just nw is that of a 
young woman «ho has been for the last three 
months an inmate of the Beaujon Hospital. 
She was found by the plice asleep, and ap- 
parently tipsy, on a seat in one of the avenues 
leading to the Bois de Boulogne; but. as, 
after remaining for two or three yours at the 
police station, she did not give any signs of 
returning animation, she was taken to the 
Beaujon Hospital. The resident physician 
found that she was enceinte, and adopted 
several mild measures fur awaking her from 
her lethargy. AJl of these proved ineffectual, 
aod several other medica! men, iucludiug Dr. 
Charcot, were calied in. Dr. Charcot was 
of opinion that the best remedy would be a 
series of cold douches; but as it was impos- 
sibie, in her condition, to apply these, noth- 
ing remained but to await the course of 
events. So the time passed, the patient 
showing no signs of life except a heavy 
breathing; but nourishment was adminis- 
tered to ner by artificial means. 

About the middle of Jast month, when she 
had been for eight weeks la a comatose con- 
dition, she gave birth to a still-bora child; 
but this did not haye the effect of bringing 
her back to auimation, and after a fortnight’. 
interval the douches were tried. These 
seem likely to be successful, for, though she 
can not yet speak, she is beginning to express 
by signs that she understands what is said to 
her, and takes nourishment ia the ordinary 
way. The doctors hope that in the course of 
a few days she will be able to expiain the 
mystery, for there are no means Of getting at 
ber identity. Sne had no papers upon her, 
but a purse containing a few francs, some re- 
ligious coins and achaplet. The widest pub- 
licity has been given to the case, and several 
women whose daughters are missing have 
come tothe Hospital in the expectation of 
recognizing her. QOae or two have at first 
believed that she was their daughter, but 
subsequent inquiries have proved them to be 
mistaken. 


Death Germs in Ice. 
From the New York World. 

The possibility thatice may conserve and 
convey the germs of disease, which are de- 
veloped in the columns of the « orld by way 
of warning, and ou the highest scientific au 
thority, last winter, bas become a certainty 
in Massachusetts within a few weeks past. 
No doubt seems to exist that a very severe 
and fatal epidemic of typhoid fever at a New 
Engiand hotel bas b traced to ice taken 
from acontaminated pond. List year ap 
outpreak of typhoid fever at Nabant, the 
summer home of many wealthy New Eng- 
bland people, was followed bya careful anid 
thorough investigation, the results of which 
are made public im an article by Mr. E. W, 
Bowditeb, in the Boston Medical and Sur- 
gical Journal. The contamination «f 
drinking-water is usually tue principal cause 
of the spread of the disease, aud the weli- 
and cisterns which supply the cottages were 
firstexamined. Water wastaken from 190 
of the-e sources andanalyzed. EKight of the 
samples were pronounced **exveiient,’”? and 
seveniy-one others *“permssibie’’ or “good.” 
One hundred and eleven were ciassed as 
‘*,uspicious,” “very suspicivus” or *bad.” 
Avout eighty cases .f fever occurred, nearly 
atl of Which could be accounted for by the 
ac wal condition of the drinkiog water used 


in the houses inhabited by the 
patients. Several other oases) = Were 
probably explained by the fact that the ice 


used im the houseboid was brought from a 
foul pond in the neighborhood. A writer in 
the American Architect, urging that legal 
surveillance of sume sort should be exercised 
over the collection and sale of “an articie 
which is perhaps far more dangerous than 
the trichinous pork or immature veal, against 
which so many precautions are taken,” say
